1 Amendments (Art. 123(2) EPC) 

The amendments filed with the letter dated 30.03.2009 seem to be allowable 
under Article 123(2) EPC. 

2 Novelty and Inventive Step (Art. 54(1 ) and (2) and 56 EPC) 

Although claims 1-15 seem to meet the requirements of Article 52(1) EPC with 
respect to the available prior art, amendment is required to overcome the 
objections below. 

3 Clarity (Art. 84 EPC) 

3.1 The terms "substantially ordered silica" and "ordered oxide" used in claims 1, 2, 5, 
and 9-1 1 are vague and unclear and leave the reader in doubt as to the meaning 
of the technical features to which they refer, thereby rendering the definition of the 
subject-matter of said claims unclear (Article 84 EPC). 

3.2 The term "fast release" used in claims 1 and 9 is vague and unclear and leaves 
the reader in doubt as to the meaning of the technical feature to which it refers, 
thereby rendering the definition of the subject-matter of said claims unclear (Article 
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84 EPC). The wording "fast release" should therefore be replaced by the definition 
of the terminology "immediate release" which can be found in the description on 
page 25 lines 10-17. 



When filing amended claims the applicant should at the same time bring the 
description into conformity with the amended claims. Care should be taken during 
revision, especially of the introductory portion and of any statements of problem or 
advantage, not to add subject-matter which extends beyond the content of the 
application as originally filed (Article 123(2) EPC). 
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
